WASHINGT@N, June 14.—One' 

-hundred and f@y-two years ago to- 
‘day the Continental Congress passed 
the act establishing the Flag of the 
United States, exactly, except for the 
‘number of stars, as it flies today 
over every city and village in the land 
—with 13 horizontal stripes, alter- 
nate red and white, and 13 white 
stars on a blue field. In celebrating 
‘Flag day this year Americans will 
bave an added pride in the beauti- 
ful emblem of this country’s honor 
when they realize that although .a 
young nation, our flag is among the 
oldest of the national flags. It is 
older than the present British Jack, 
the French Tricolor, the flag of 
Spain, and many years older than the 
flags of Germany and Italy. 

It has been well said that our na- 
tionel emblem stands for American 
ideals and ideas—-it is not the flag 
of a reigning family or house, but 
the flag of the whole people. It is 
the emblem of liberty and freedom, 
being indicative of individual inde- 
pendence and yet symbolic of a unit- 
ed and closely bonded people. It rep- 
resents the Constitution and Govern- 
ment of a hundred million free peo- 
ple, it stands for the people them- 
selves, and records the history of 
their nation. 

Display Historic Flags. 

In the National Museum at Wash- 
ington, among the many other patri- 
otic relics and emblems, are dis- 
played more than 30 historic Ameri- 
can flags. On the labels the history 
of each is recorded: some came from 
fields of battle, a number from fa- 
mous sea fights, and others were 
flown over garrisons or forts by dis- 
tinguished American officers. 

The series of flags shows very well 
the periodic changes which have ta- 
_ken place in our flag. From the time 
of the Revolution the stars and 
stripes in the flag have varied. There 
were 13 stars during the Revolu- 
tion, 15 in the war of 1812, 29 in the 


Mexican War, 33 to 35 in the Civil 
War, 45 in the Spanish War. and 48 
today. The stripes were changed 
first from 13 to 15, and then back 
again to 13 

The American flag of the highest 


historic and sentimental value to the 
whole country’is in the National Mu- 
seum collections. It is the original 
“Star-Spangled Ban@er.”’ which flew 
over Fort McHenry in Baltimore 
Harbor. during the bombardment on 
Sept. 13-14, 1814, and was the in- 
spiration of Francis Scott Key's im- 


mortal poem, now Sung as our na- 
tional anthem. 

This flag, exhibited in the Arts 
/ and Industries Building of the Na- 


tional Museum, is also known as the 
“Fort McHenry Flag.” It is of the 
lo-Star-and-stripe type, adopted 
after the admission of Vermont and 
Kentucky by an Act approved by 
President Washington, Jan. 13, 1794. 
The “Star-Spangled Banner” meas- 
ures about 30 feet square, though it 
was probably somewhat longer, and 
is much battered and torn, with one 
star missing, possibly shot away.

HOPE OF DEFEATING 
KNOX RESOLUTION 


Hitchcock Says Eight Republicans 
Will Vote Against it—No 
Filibuster Planned.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Senate 
leaders have drawn their lines more 
sharply for the next phase of the 
treaty fight, to begin early next week 
around the resolution of Senator 
Knox, proposing to put the Senate 
‘on record against accepting the 
‘league of nations as now interwoven 
with the terms of peace. After a se- 
ries of conferences, and much in- 
formal counting of votes, both sides 
predict a long and stormy debate. 

Whether opponents of the resolu- 
tion should earry their fight to the 
point of parliamentary obstruction 
sO as to prevent a vote until after 
signing of the treaty at Versailles was 
ciscussed yesterday at a conference 
of Democrats, attended by Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, and several! 
other members of the Foreign Rela- 
trons Committee. Afterward the 
Senators present gave conflicting 
views as to the method of procedure 
but agreed that it must be shaped 
largely by developments 

Senator Hitchcock said no filibus- 
ter would be resorted to, and there 
would be no serious opposition to 
bringing the measure to a vote. He 
predicted that every Democrat 
cept Senator Reed of Missour! would 
be against it, and that they would be 
joined by about eight Repyblicans, 
giving a safe majority to vote it 
down. Other Senators at the confer- 
ence made clear their intention to 
fight th® resolution at every step. 

Supporters of the measure have 
contended that !f more than one- 
third of the Senate membership goes 
on record in ita favor, the result will 
be a warning that the treaty as now 
framed cannot obtain the necessary 
two-thirds when presented for rati- 
fication.
